London, Sept. 6.—This morning's

ULTIMATUM EXPECTED. 


General opinion tends to the belief 


that the cabinet council will result 
in an ultimatum, followed by an im- 
mediate backdown on the part of the 
Boers or the commencement of hos- 
tilities by Great Britain. This feel- 
ing, however, is founded on the trend 
of the recent negotiations, and it is 
often forgotten that in these Mr. 
Chamberlain had practically a free 
hand and was not hindered by the 
cautious 
conservatism which un- 


doubtedly will characterize the de- 
liberations of the full cabinet coun- 
cil. 


OUTLOOK GROWS DARKER. 
The Pall Mall Gazette today says: 


"It is feared that during the past 
twenty-four hours the probability of 
war has become appreciably greater." 


The paper, however, prints no 


news, except that received yesterday, 
to justify this assertion. 


Advices from various sources indi- 


cate that the acute tension in all 
paits of South Africa continues. But,

It is reported this afternoon that

through Sir Alfred Milner, governor 
of Cape Colony and British high 
commissioner of South Africa, to the 
Transvaal government's latest prop- 
osition. The latter is generally un- 
derstood to be a withdrawl of the for- 
mer concessions and a 
tentative 


agreement for a further conference. 
It seems improbable that Mr. Cham- 
berlain has done this, as he would 
probably have awaited the cabinet's 
decision before taking such action, 
and even if he had it is hardly likely 
that his reply would bring matters 
to a head except by irritating the 
Boers into aggressive action.

Cleveland, 0., Sept. 6.—The Amer-

adopted resolutions calling upon con- 
gress to enact laws to make the gold 
dollar the absolute standard of all 
values in the United States. The 
resolutions were presented, after the 
reading of reports, by E. 0. Leach, of 
New York, vice president 
of and 


cashier of the National Union bank. 
He moved their adoption. 


Col. Myron T. Herrick, of Cleve- 


land, in an enthusiastic speech, sec- 
onded the motion. The question was 
raised whether the resolutions could 
be voted upon by the assembly at 
once without referring them to the 
executive council. After a hot de- 
bate it was decided that the resolu- 
tions must be referred to the coun- 
cil. Chairman Trowbridge called the 
council to order right in the conven- 
tion and in a moment of time i* was 
recommended for presentation to the 
convention. 
The resolutions were 


then voted upon by the assembly and 
unanimously adopted. 


The resolutions in full follow: 
"The bankers of the United States 


earnestly recommend that the con- 
gress of the United States at its next 
session enact a law to more firmly 
and unequivocally establish the gold 
standard in this country by provid- 
ing that the gold dollar, which, un- 
der the existing law, is the unit of 
value, shall be the standard and 
measure of all values in the United 
States; that all the obligations of the 
government, and all paper money, 
including circulating notes of na- 
tional banks, shall be redeemed in 
gold coin and that the legal tender 
notes of the United States, when paid 
into the treasury, shall not be reis- 
sued except upon the deposit of an 
equivalent amount of gold coin."

The same changes were made in the 
estimate of superior court expenses, 
excepting that in this court the $400 
estimate for special judges was cut 
to $200, the same as in the circuit 
court.

The sheriff's estimate of $325 for

"The question of pensions, always 


one of vital interest to a large per- 
centage of the membership of our 
order, presents itself to this encamp- 
ment with perhaps a deeper signifi- 
cance than ever before.

tion as to the administration of this 
important department of the govern- 
ment, had, during the past year, 
found expression through resolutions

"In view of the prevailing discon- 


tent that reached me from so many

BAKER'S PAROLE IS REVOKED. 


THE OLD MAN MUST GO BACK 


TO HIS PRISON. 


Governor Learns That His Relatives 


Have Quartered Him in Allen 


County Poor House. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 6.-—Gov- 


ernor Mount yesterday ordered War- 
den Hawley, of the state prison, to 
go to Allen county and take back to 
the prison James Baker, who was pa- 
roled August 7. The order was sent 
by telegraph. 
Baker was serving a 


life term for the murder of William 
Howell and had been confined in the 
prison since 1882. 
The murder was 


a most brutal one, and there was a 
strong protest against the granting 
of the parole, but Governor Mount 
believed Baker to be of unsound 
mind. His wife owns forty acres of 
land, which is tilled by her son, and 
they made all kinds of promises to 
care for Baker, and have been work- 
ing for his release for years. 
Baker 


had not been home two weeks before 
they attempted to have him commit • 
ted to the Eastern Hospital for the 
Insane, but failed in this. They then 
had him sent to the Allen county 
poor farm, and he has been there 
since. For that reason the governor 
ordered him taken back to the prison. 
Some of the other men paroled have 
been negligent about reporting and 
in other ways, and it is highly prob- 
able that they will be ordered back 
to the prison. The governor reserved 
to himself the right to take this ac- 
tion in every parole granted.

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, secretary 


of state for the colonies, remains at 
the colonial office and the other cab- 
inet ministers are either here or on 
their way to the city. 


ULTIMATUM EXPECTED. 


General opinion tends to the belief 


that the cabinet council will result 
in an ultimatum, followed by an im- 
mediate backdown on the part of the 
Boers or the commencement of hos- 
tilities by Great Britain. This feel- 
ing, however, is founded on the trend 
of the recent negotiations, and it is 
often forgotten that in these Mr. 
Chamberlain hud practically u free 
hand and wns not hindered by the 
cautious 
conservatism which un- 


doubtedly will characterize the de- 
liberations of the full cabinet coun- 
cil. 


OUTLOOK GROWS DARKER. 


The Pall Mall Gazette today says: 


"It is feared that during the past 
twenty-four hours the probability of 
war has become appreciably greater." 


The paper, however, prints no 


news, except that received yesterday, 
to justify this assertion. 


Advices from various sources indi- 


cate that the acute tension in all 
pails of South Africa continues. But, 
unless the Boers take the initiative, 
which at present is improbable, it is 
pretty certain that the issue of peace 
or war lies solely in the result of Fri- 
day's cabinet council; hence public 
attention is centered more upon the 
signs of the times as exhibited at the 
army stations and the dock yards 
than in South Africa itself, though 
news from there is eagerly awaited, 
chiefly owing to the uneasy feeling 
that the Boers might end the diplo- 
matic tangle by raiding Natal. 
REPLY SENT TO TRANSVAAL. 


It is reported this afternoon that 


Mi-. Chamberlain has sent a reply 
through Sir Alfred Milner, governor 
of Capo Colony and British high 
commissioner of South Africa, to the 
Transvaal government's latest prop- 
osition. The latter is generally un- 
derstood to be a withdrawl of the for- 
mer concessions and a tentative 
agreement, for a further conference. 
It seems improbable that Mr. Cham- 
berlain has done this,-as he would 
probably have awaited the cabinet's 
decision before taking such action, 
and even if he had it is hardly likely 
that his reply would bring matters 
to a head except by irritating the 
Boers into aggressive action.

Cleveland, O., Sept. 0.—The Amer- 


ican 
Bankers' 
association

adopted resolutions calling upon con- 
gress to enact laws to make the gold 
dollar the absolute standard of all 
values in the United States. The 
resolutions were presented, after the 
reading of reports, by E. O. Leach, of 
New York, vice president of and 
cashier of the National Union bank. 
He moved their adoption. 


Col. 
Myron T. Herrick, of Cleve- 


land, in an enthusiastic speech, sec- 
onded the motion. The question was 
raised whether the resolutions could 
be voted upon by the assembly at 
once without referring them to the 
executive council. After a hot de- 
bate it was decided that the resolu- 
tions must be referred to the coun- 
cil. Chairman Trowbridge called the 
council to order right in the conven- 
tion and in a moment of time it wns 
recommended for presentation to the 
convention. 
The resolutions were 


then voted upon by the assembly and 
unanimously adopted. 


The resolutions in full follow: 
"The bankers of the United States 


earnestly recommend that the con- 
gress of the United States at its next 
session enact a law to more firmly 
and unequivocally establish the gold 
standard in this country by provid- 
ing that the gold dollar, which, un- 
der the existing law, is the unit of 
value, shall be the standard and 
leasure of all values in the United 
States; that all the obligations of the 
government, and all paper money, 
including circulating notes of na- 
tional banks, shall be redeemed in 
gold coin ami that the legal tender 
notes of the United States, when paid 
into the treasury, shall not be reis- 
sued except upon the deposit of an 
equivalent amount of gold coin."

"I protest absolutely." 
At the same time there arose from 


the spectators a chorus of indignant 
cries of "canaille," "cochon" and 
"miserable." 


The gendarmes were ordered to re- 


press the outbursts of indignation 
which had been evoked by the con- 
duct of Commandant Lauth in pub- 
licly naming a woman in a scandal- 
ous connection. 


» JUSTIFIES HIS ACTION. 
General Zurlinden, formerly min- 


ister of war, followed Commandant 
Lauth at the witness bar. 
General 


Zurlinden spoke in justification of 
his action while he was military gov- 
ernor of Paris and minister of war in 
the matter of the prosecution of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Picquart, taking the 
ground that the measure was abso- 
lutely necessary In order that 
the 


court should clear up the charge of 
forgery brought against PicquF.il, 
Moreover, General Zurlinden sold, 
the minister of justice had persuad- 
ed him to send Lieutenant Colonel 
Picquart before a military court. 


M. Trarieux replied to General Zur- 


linden, reproaching him with Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Picquart's ten months 


since been compelled to withdraw. 
Then, discussing Picquart's investi- 
gation of the suspicions agninst.Ma- 
jor Esterhnzy, General Billot said: 


Even if 
Estevhnzy should be 


proved a traitor, that would not 
prove Dreyfus innocent, for in cases 
of espionage it very often occurs that 
there are several accomplices." 


M. Labori wished to question Gen- 


eral Billot nnd an altercation witli 
Colonel Jouaust ensued. Finally M. 
Labori cried: 


'•Allow me to remark, Mr. Presi- 


dent, that it has never been said that 
Dreyfus had an accomplice in Ester- 
hazy," 


DREYFUS BURSTS OUT. 


Captain Dreyfus, who heard Gen- 


eral Billot's statement with evident 
excitement, also sprang to his feet 
and shouted: 
"I protest against this odious ac- 


cusation." 


M. Labori again insisted that he be 


allowed to question General Billo-. 
Colonel Jouaust still refused, and r. 
heated wrangle once more ensued. 
M. Labori made a passionate protest 
against 
the 
attitude of 
Colonel 


Jouaust, who then said: 


"I decline to allow you to speak." 
M. Labor retorted excitedly: 
"I bow to your ruling, but I take 


note that every time I put a ques- 
tion which is irresistible you refuse 
to allow it." 


LABORI APPLAUDED. 


This declaration, counsel for the 


defense delivered in a ringing voice,

BAKER'S PAROLE IS REVOKED. 


THE OLD MAN MUST GO BACK 


TO HIS PRISON. 


Governor Learns Thnt His Relatives 


Have Quartered Him in Alien 


County Poor House. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 0.—Gov- 


ernor Mount yesterday ordered Wnr- 
den Hawley, of the state prison, to 
go to Allen county nnd take bnck to 
the prison Jnmcs Baker, who v/ns pa- 
roled August 7. The order was sent 
by telegraph. 
Baker was serving a 


life term for the murder of William 
Howell nnd hnd been confined In tho 
prison since 1882. 
The murder was 


n most brutal one, nnd there was a 
strong protest against the granting 
of the parole, but Governor Mount 
believed Baker to be of unsound 
mind. His wife owns forty acres of 
land, which is tilled by her son, and 
they made all kinds of promises to 
care for Baker, and have been work- 
ing for his release for years. Baker 
hnd not been home two weeks before 
they attempted to have him commit- 
ted to the Eastern Hospital for the 
Insnne, but failed in this. They then 
had him sent to the Allen county 
poor farm, nnd he has been there 
since. For thnt reason the governor 
ordered him taken back to the prison. 
Some of the other men paroled have 
been negligent about reporting and 
in other ways, and it is highly prob- 
able that they will be ordered back 
;o the prison. The governor reserved 
to himself the right to take this ac- 
tion in every parole granted. 


Baker is in the Allen county in- 


firmary and has been for several 
days. 
It is expected that Warden 


Harley will come here nt once and 
•emove him to the prison. It will 
loubtless make little difference to 
the old convict, for his mind is a 
wreck and his henlth feeble, and his 
lays will be few wherever they aro 
pent.

And after all these are bi 
phases of the same thing- Peopl 
give more to the cause of educatto 
than to any other public onterpris 
Men, recently in the city of Indiana! 
oils, gave freely to the founding 
a now nniversity who would r 
give to any other public enterpri 
because education is the most attr. 
live purpose. It is getting to be the 
fashion to give money for education 
and it hath not yet entered into the 
heart of us to conceive what shall be 
given to education in tho Twentieth 
century by this richest nation under 
heaven. 


"People are interested in education 


because it is a process of manufac- 
ture, and we are always interested 
in the making of things. 


"Sometimes, in this educational 


machine, a screw gets loose, or a cog 
slips out of place, and then the pro- 
cess pets awry and a grotesque pro- 
duct appears. 
For example, it. has 


been said in the past that education 
is the making of a gentleman. In the 
palmy days of Oxford and Cambridge 
it was the sons of the gentry and the 
lords who came up there lo he made 
into •gentlemen.' booted and spin-rod, 
to ride. hunt, swear and drink. But. 
to say that education is the making 
of a gentleman has truth in it. 
It 


depends upon your definition of n 
gentleman. If you mean such a gen- 
tleman as Theodore Kooscvclt. who 
can ride with the rough riders, and 
if nocccssary walk with them, who 
can work—then education is indeed 
the making of a gentleman. 


"Again it has been considered that 


education is the making of a social 
product, but this, too, depends upon 
the largeness of your views of so- 
ciety. If you mean by society every- 
where that men and women are gath- 
ered together, then education is the 
Iltting of us all to move in such so- 
cial life. 


"Education has been considered 


the manufacture of a cash register, 
upon which can be ticked off SGOO 
or .fl.OOO a year. But this merely 
utilitarian 
conception 
does 
not 


threaten us so much today as it did 
a few years ago. 


"Last of all, the most common 


error-is that education is the impar- 
tation of knowledge. It means far 
more than that. 
The veal test of 


education is not -What do you know?' 
but -What can you do?'--What are 
yonf 
Character, the full rounded 


development of all one's nature, is 
the real end and aim ot education."
